operation on March 19. Soon thereaf- 
ter he was reported to be recovering, 
but subsequently his condition became 
worse. 


Rising to the highest places and 


honors In British" military circles, the 
Earl of Ypres of ten " was character- 
ized as "the luckiest man "in the 
army" and French luck became al- 
most proverbial 
among the 
British 


soldiers. 
Later events. 
however. 


caused a difference of opinion as to 
whether the luck had been on the 
soldier's side or on that of the British 
army and the British empire. 


Perhaps the most important event 


of his career which had to do with 
these two ideas was the historic bat- 
tle of Ypres*"ln the World war. the 
winning of which barred the channel 
ports from the Germans and .saved 
England from probable Invasion. It 
was at Ypres that the Germans first 
resorted to their deadly gas attacks, a 
form of warfare that impelled the 
British commander to deplore the fact 
that an army would stoop so low. 


Upon retirement as lord lieutenant 


of Ireland. French was created an earl 
by King George. His new honor was 
not gazetted for nearly a year after- 
word. when It was officially 
an- 


nounced that he had been elected to 
be know nas the Earl of Ypres after 
the place of his great victory fn the 
war.

open to all. is the state university. 'This is

There is 
no exclusiveness, no social aristocracy, 
no barriers; in such "institutions the stu- 
dent's worth is what counts. The poor- 
est of the poor may find ways of working 
through college, .may receive all the rec- 
ognition their sacrifices, efforts and acqui- 
sitions entitle them to. 


In the state of 'Wisconsin those politi- 


cians who have been assailing and under- 
mining the state university have been ap- 
pealing to labor for support of their poli- 
cies and acts. They have assumed that 
labor was with them. "We do not believe 
this is the case. 
"We believe that "Wis- 


consin labor appreciates fully the value of 
our state educational institutions, not only 
to labor itself, but to social and political 
democracy. It would not be amiss for 
labor in its organized capacity to come 
forward in support of the state university.

LEAGUE REFUSES TO STAY DEAD 
It is now five years since the Republi- 


can party, flushed with the sense of re- 
turning power, consigned the League 
of Nations to the burying ground of ob- 
solete questions. The burial was with 
scant ceremony. 
All of the customary 


tests were applied to the corpse before 
interment, "and it was solemnly pro- 
nounced lifeless. We had that grave as- 
surance from the late President Harding. 
"We had it repeatedly from the late Sen- 
ator Lodge. "We had it vociferously from 
Hiram Johnson, and we had it petulantly 
and in other emotional states from various 
Republican sources. 


This was. &s we have said. fiveVears 


ago. 
The League was through. 
It was 


absurd to even think of giving the subject 
further consideration in this country. A 
person with half an eye could see this. 
"Why bother with the question any more ? 


This week we read in glaring headlines 


a speech delivered before the students of 
the University of Michigan by Senator 
Borah, "explaining his stand on the 
League of Nations."' 
One could easily 


have transferred oneself in imagination 
back to the campaign of 1920—yes, even 
tack to the days in the senate when the 
treaty and article 10 were under fire— 
in reading the senator "s speech. The same 
article 10 was given as much attention 
before these students in 1925 as it was 
given, before august senators in the year 
1919. Elaborate argument was employed 
to prove the contention that the League 
granted to ten men the power of declar- 
'ing war. that it embodies despotic princi- 
ples, etc.. etc. The same old stuff we 
listened to in those memorable days when 
President "Wilson lived. 


"Why is Senator Borah in 1925 going 


about the country denouncing the League 
of Nations and devoting reams of pon- 
derous thought to arguing it out of exist- 
ence? ^"hy do the politicians of his 


' thought and bent find it necessary at this 


late day to wage a war on. the League ? 
"We thought it bad lived its day and dem- 
onstrated its failure five years ago. That 
is what we were assured with the utmost 
sincerity and earnestness. There must be 
some principles, some purposes, some" 
idealism, embodied in the League of Na- 
tions constitution of great vitality. There 
must be something in its aims that has pre- 
served it as a living -institution, regard- 
less of the limited influence or power it 
has been able to exert in the face of the op- 
position and repudiation of the United 
States. Its capacity for punishment. i£s 
staying qualities, are amazing. 


Will another five years find the irrecon- 


cilables still desperately fighting to con- 
vince a skeptical world that an ignoble 
corpse was interred in the year 1920? It 
will, we think, depend on whether the 
United States engages in a definite for- 
eign policy for the promotion of world 
peace and banishment of war. such as 
President Coolidge demanded in a speech 
only a few days ago. So long as we con- 
tinue the policy of evasion and non-action, 
so long will vital obligations we refused in 
the Leasno of Nations arise to confront 
and confound us.

No case of tuberculosis was found in any 


of these families. But the midwife was found to 
be suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis and she 
afterward s>uccumbed to that disease. Both she 
and her competitor practiced mouth to mouth in- 
sufflation to start the newborn babies breathing. 


A girl of IS followed what she conceived to be the 


correct fashion and indulged In some innocent "pet- 
ting" parties with young men of her exclusive set. 
The young men enjoyed good reputations and to 
-ill appeal ances enjoyed good health. But. sad to 
relate, one of them had syphilis in a secondary 
stage, and presently the unhappy girl developed the 
primary • lesion (chancre) upon her lip. But this 
need not deter the younger set from their innocent 
amusements: syphilis may be arrested by a life 
cng couise of treatment. 


That disastrous outcome of what for the girl at 


east was nothing more than an innocent lark or 
adventure, is not an isolated instance but. as dec- 
ors know well enough, a not infrequent occurrence 
Tne popular notion that syphilis betrays Itself in 
some sign on the face is wrong, for in most cases 
he face shows no sign, and pimples about the face 
are rarely due to syphilis.

auze masks even on the street as they traveled 
o and from their work or business. They enter- 
am d serious doubts about the wisdom of polite- 
ness.

"health agencies) to raise a moral issue.- namely, 
has anybody tne right to go about unmasked when 
he has an alleged "cold?"

unsuspected syphilis had td kiss the girl who con- 
sented to "pet" with him. 


He has the same right as the tuberculous mid- 


wife had to infect the 10 newborn babies. 


As long: as our reactionary "health authorities'.' 


continueS to uphold and support the dangerous de- 
lusion that certain of such ailments 
are merely 


mechanical or not infectious, everybody must de- 
cide for himself whether he would rather be polite 
than protected.
